Death to Black Scale. 


The Monrovia correspondent of the 


Los Angeles Times writes: 


"W. H. Payne, the horticultural in- 


spectator for the Monrovia district, 
has again made one of his happy dis- 
coveries, which is of great importance 
to orchardists. 
On Friday of last 


week, while engaged in his persistant 
work of exterminating all kinds of 
vegetable pests, he came across the 
rhizobius ventrallis, colonies of which 
were brought from Australia 
some 


ten years ago and placed in some of 
the orchards in this valley. All hope 
of this variety of the lady bug doing 
the work which was expected had long 
since been given up, but evidently it 
has only now become acclimated, and 
there is now good evidence that it has 
begun its beneficial work of cleaning 
up the black scale in and around Mon- 
rovia. Mr. Payne expects that in five 
years or so this pest, which has of 
late grown exceeding troublesome, 
will be altogether obliterated by this 
parasite. 
Not only have fruit trees 


been covered with black scale, but 
tlie pepper shade trees, in many places 
n re covered with it. Mr. Payne hns 
found pepper trees that have been en- 
tirely cleaned up by the rhizobius. 
Orchardists will no doubt rejoice at 
the discovery."

ever. In tracing the persons who pr~ 
fun- these heads, and the wife of a man 
named Ilanamoto Kaklchl, residing at 
XipponlmslilsuJI, Higashl, Osaka, and 
hor eldest son were arrested on Feb. 10 
as the result of a search of their house. 
The man had been suffering from lep- 
rosy for three years. 
A human head, 


quite Intact, was found In the dwell- 
ing. This one had already been charred, 
but two more were discovered buried 
in the ground, being seemingly too old 
for disposal. Besides the heads, a con- 
sitlerable number 
of snakes, 
some 


measuring over live feet in length, were 
found in tubs, and also a number of 
tortoise and hundreds of live bullfrogs. 
These were also for charring and sell- 
ins as medicine. 


The woman, upon examination, at 


first stated that she found the head In 
a pond near Sakal. Upon being taken 
to the pond, however, she confessed 
that she got the head from a cemetery 
at Sumlnoyemurn, Nlshlnarl-gun. Osa- 
ka. From her statement it appears she 
was In the habit of going to the ceme- 
tery to catch snakes, of which a great 
number abound there, and thus made 
the acquaintance of the watchman. 
Together they devised a plan for se- 
curing the heads of people buried In 
the cemetery. This outrage, it appears, 
has beeu going on for years, but lias 
only now come to light.
